ful white villagos, were plainly in sight. 
We cnine to anchor in tho capacious 
h!ivbf)rainong.sta flcofcof 70 vo.s.snls, most- 
ly Engli.sh. C'liUao i.s a niisonible, ne- 
glected town with 5,000 inhabitants. 
There is a' rudely coii.striictcil niolo 
made ai a heavy expense to break the 
surf an<i facilitate tho landingof cargoes. 
The ea.stlo of C'allao with its two ccle- 
Ijrated round towers liad been convert- 
ed iuio a custom house. Not one of 
it.s ).")() lira.ss jiieces remained, many of 
ilicni having been curried awaj' by the 
(,'hilians during the la.st war. A large 
portion of the business peojile here are 
Knglish, and the English language is 
MUich spoken. 

An omnibus leaves Callao for Lima, 
.si.\ miles tlistant, several times every 
ilay. It is drawn by six lino horses 
and occupies nearly two hours on the 
journey. ^Many people prefer to go a 
iiorseback, others on foot; but there is | 
danger of being attacked by highway- j 
uHMi. As soon as the omnibus got out. ' 
of Cidlao we (the passenger.s) were en- j 
vi'loped in du:U. .\s it very randy | 
rains — only a few showers in many 
years, the dust, several inches deep, re- 
mains on the road permanently. Tliere 
are no houses on the road to Lima, ex- 
cept about half way stands an old con- 
ventual church, with houses adjoining in 
a dilapidated state. Hero the horses 
stop to rest; and tho pas.sengers may 
obtain refreshments and good water, 
given gratuitously to poor foot passen- 
gers. The road is in a very neglected 
state, and occasionally may ho. 
seen groups of prisoners each with a 
heavy chain attached to one leg, at 
work repairing tho road under a guard 
of soklier.s. 'J"he road i.s strait and 
with a moderate outlay could be made 
into one of the handBomcsb in the 
world. For two miles before the city 
gate of Lima^ is reached, there is a brick 
wall three feet high, with a parapet and 
there are several running streams. On 
each side of the road is a well paved 
walk, with two rows of beautiful shade 
trees. There ia an ornamental stone 
seat at intervals of 300 feet. A t the 
end of this magnificent avenue i.s the 
principal entrance to the city. The lofty 
gateway is of stone, beautifully orna- 
mented. Although the gradual eleva- 
tion on the road from C'allao is hardly 
jierceplible, yet Lima is GOO feet above 
the level of the sea. 

LIMA. 

At a "few miles distant JJma has an 
imposing ai^pearance. Its numerous 
domes and .spires, high walls and orna- 
mental gates, give it quite an Oriental 
asjiect. It is tiie handsomest city in 
South America, and is in latitude 12 
defi-eea south. The climate is regular 
and one of the finest in the world. The 
thermometer, Fahrenheit, is 60° to 05" 
in winter and 70° to 7G° in summer. 
The dews arc copious, the mornings cool 
and obscured by dark clouds, which 
continue sometimes throughout tho day. 
From Api-il to October a heavy misi , 
often chilly, overhangs the city. Thun- 
der and lightning are unknown. 

Lima was founded by Pizarro in 
1 and was surrounded by a para- 
pet brick wall in 1G8S. It is 18 to 25 
feet high and nine feet thick, semicir- 
cular, and seven miles long. It ha.s 
numerous bastions and ramparts; and 
the wholeHwaa built as a defense against, 
tho LndiaiVs. There are six gates open 
from 4 a.m. to 9 p.m. The city is laid 
out in squares 100 feet each way. The 
.streets intersect each other at right 
angles and are .'J.^i feet wide. They 
are handsome, straight and well paved 
with round pebbles, and tho sidewalks 
with flag stones. There are in all 355 
streets. The population of Linmis now 
(1850) about 80,000. There are no 
sewers, but deep water courses with 
a stream three feet wide, some arched 
over, running down the centre of those 
streets that pass lengthwise through 
tlio city, to carry oft' the refuse from 
the streets and houses. The water is 
let on early in the morning, and at night 
is turned oil" into the (iclds. There are 
Hwarnis of turkey buiizards upon the 
roofs of the houses and verandalis, 
watching for food, or goi'gcd with their 
filthy repast. As they alight on the 
atreofc,. they are often seen fighting for 
theirtdiBgusting food as tho stream car- 
ries it along. Like tho numerous un- 
owned dogs of Constantinople they are 
the onlv scavengers. For Bomc super- 



stitious reasons the law prohibits the 
killing of tiiese birds, m the. law, for 
same reason, prohibits the'killiug of tho 
miserable street dogs of Gonstantino- 
pie. 

Tho River Eiuiiie, which seporates thu 
city from San L;i:':aro, is cros.scd by u 
sfonc bridge f)30 feet Ioul,', with six arches, 
and is a geiiond pidmeiuuk'. Facing tho 
river is a beautiful pink, witli fine roads 
lined with handsonio shiulo trees. Lato 
in afternoons, as the cool breeze comes 
from tho mountain.s, tlioy aro tin-ongod 
with carriages, with well-dre.s.sed ladies, 
without bonnot.s, or shawls, a few gontlo- 
meii, perhaps, besides liiindreds of people 
on foot. 

Tlio houses aro of one or two stones; 
some of thmn 200 foot, dpop.'.with a pro. 
portionato breadth, ? divided *into ton ' or 
twelve' rooms. ■' Thd' lower story is com- 
poaod of sun-burqt bricks; tho upper of 
roid.s stuccoed and made to resemble stone. 
They are roofed in with jihuik on rafters 
that are .soiiu times curiously carved ami 
covered with clay, and aomo with tiles on 
which are gardens of flowers ,iiid shrubs. 
Others aro covered with coarse linon cloth. 
Tho houses are gonorally adorned with 
shadotroea. The residences of the wealthy 
are entered by wide gateways, Iiaiulsouic- 
ly ornamimted, into a large court, ar'iuiul 
whieli are. the fronts of the <lwelliiig, em- 
bellished witii lie.'uitiful fresco paintings; 
somo in water colnr.s, other well painted 
in oil at great exiionse. In tho court, or 
within tho houses may bo seen images of 
saints handsiuuely deoornted somotiines 
with jewels. 

In the centre of the phi/a or principal 
s<iuare of the city, stands a magnifioeut 
fountain of bronze. It is 40 feet high 
with an imago of Fame on the sumntit 
and rests on a stone foundation 40 foot 
each w.iy, supporting eight lions and three 
basins, of bronze. The fountain bounti- 
fully supplies good water from the rivor 
Rimac free to tlio iiublic. 

On tho west side of the jjlaza is an Ar- 
cade. Between the columns aro numer- 
ous person.i manafaeturing gold lace, 
fringes, itc. On tho south side is another 
arcade. Tho sidewalks of both aro well 
paved with very small pebbles and tho 
knucklo-bones of sheep, beautifully tas- 
selated. Tho sides are lined with liaiid- 
somc shops. The arcades arc tho princi- 
pal promenade of tho city, particularly at 
night. They are generally thronged with 
people, especially ladies, somo aliopping, 
elegantly dressed, and with gay, expen- 
sive shawls on their heads, some of them 
concealing all the face but ono oj'c and 
one hand, the latter sti(Ji(iuil\j decorated 
with gems, glittering in the light. 

t)n tho north side of tho .plaza is the 
palace of the Spanish viceroys, now oc- 
cupied by tho President of Peru. It has 
largo handsome roams richly furnished 
and with many paintings and a profusion 
of very large mirrors.

To TiiK EniTon: — The f 'ariljoD [iro- 
posal to com]iel our legislatara to pray 
collectively before proceoding to busi- 
ness is, doubtless, receiving tin; atten- 
tion which it meril.s. Th(> wording of 
the prayer, if a prescribed form should 
be adopted, will require careful con- 
sideration, so that the ollicial suppli- 
cation shall suitably !:upplemeut.viho 
presumed daily prayers of; individual 
niemb(!rs. Whether a rigid form of 
prayer should b;i ado|itetl is 0[ien to 
question, at all events, somo ]irovision 
should exist b^' which changes in the 
text might be made, when necessary, 
in order to suit the needs of the politi- 
cal congregation and the changes in re- 
ligious thought. If this arrangement 
should bo found diflicult, the required 
elasticity in the jirayer may be ensured 
in another way, by leaving tho Speaker 
for the lime being, to present the sup- 
plications of the House, exlempora with, 
of course, a rea.sonable limit as to time. 
The opportunity which that oflicer has 
of knowing the idiosyncracics of mem- 
bers would probaljly enable him to do 
tills eflectivcly. There might be dang- 
er in a rigid text which somo Speaker, 
ill future, might not be willing to use, 
yet without the utterance of which the 
House could not proceed to b^l.<lives.■^. 
The appointment of a sectarian chap- 
lain is, of course, im[)Ossiblo. Your 
own suggestion, under tliesn circum- 
stances, that the clergy of the various 
denominations should, in turn, officiate 
in tho legislature, has some force in it; 
but there is no reason why tho laity 
should be debarred from acting with 
tho clergy in this matter, or from the 
opportunity of hel[)ing by their prayers 
those whom tlio}- have elected by their 
votes. "Turn and turn about, " with- 
out reference to mere ecclesiastical pro- 
fession or status, would seem to bo the 
|iroper rule, as regards the proposed 
observance. If business continues as 
it is, I, for one, shall be happy, during 
the session of the House, to give my 
humble services, in conjunction with 
the clergy of this city and with other 
laymen, to make the proposed interest- 
ing ceremony eflicacious — trusting that 
it will not be with our legislators 
as with the grooms in Macbeth: 

" Itiit thoy dill s.%.v their pmycrs, and nililicvi'.l (lu-in

To TiiK Editor: — Pardon my again

N'ow, I ask, what on earth can the 
allusions and statements in 2fos, 2, 3, 4 
and 5 have to do with tho question 
whether the Petition of Bight should 
or should not be granted / If the mat- 
ter sJioiild be settled bv urbitratioii, it 
will be dii-cchd to be .so .settled by the 
projicr friliitiud : whilst if tho Ueoil 
Bros. ai"o bankrupts, (and the law i* 
that, in that e'aao, any projii-rty they 
may have here has |iassed to the Eng- 
lish assignees) thou they will lose their 
suit and will have to pay the costs, 
which will, of course, be deducted from j 
the moneys which, Mr. N'ernoii very | 
[iroperly suggests, should lie deposited 
in Court, or secured before the suit is ! 
allowed to be proceeded with. ! 

To luc it appears that the only mat- 
t(!r worthy of any coiisidfration is the 
alRdavit of the resident eiiL'ineer, and 
in my humble njiiiiion that atlidavit 
should operate only as proof of a con- 
ilict of testimony as between him and 
the parties relating to a claim for a 
largo amount, and consequently that 
the claim is a proper subject for arbi- 
tration. I hear, liowevor, that Mv. 
Walkeni, in one of his dual capacities, 
(/. (.'. as t.'hief l/'ommissioner of Lands 
and Works,) not oiil}' refused the re- 
ference but that when a mandamus was 
applied for, to compel a reference to 
arbitration, Mr. iMcC'roight, on behalf 
of the Chief C'ommis.sioner, opjiosed the 
application on the ground that the 
arbitration was discretionary with the 
latter, and that a Petition of Right was 
the proper remedy. N'ow, — passing- 
strange, — Blr. W., as attorney-general, 
causes his honor the lieut. -governor, 
(whoso prerogative alone it is to grant 
or refuse), to witliiiuld his assent from 
the petition. Is it po.smble that in .so 
acting Mr. \V. was actuated either by 
fear of the ii'^ulis or by vindictive mo- 
tives ( Has such a stale of tilings ever 
been seen or heard of before: An 
attorney -general UKur]iing the judicial 
function in a matter in which he, in 
another capacity, is alleged to have 
committed a wrong, and not allowing 
(1111/ apjx'al from his decision ! 

The purity of the English bench is 
and has been for many years admitted 
as an axiom, and in this resjiect I 
firmly bolicive that that bench does not 
excel our own. Then, why not refer 
tho question of right to a tri- 
bunal alone comjietent to deal with it 
on its merits, a tribunal uninfluenced 
by improper motives ( Sorry will it bo 
for this province when, if ever, an oc- 
cupant of the bench shall act as the 
attorney-general has done in the case of 
tho petition of ISecd Bros. 

I submit, sir, that the /lumr and the 
credit of the |)rovincn demand that 
without further delay a compromise 
should be ( frected with Boed Bro.s., or 
that ih(!y should be allowed to prose- 
cute tluiir claims against the govern- 
ment, whatever tliosr; claims may be, 
in the usual way, as a matter of course, 
giving sef urity for costs, a.s, I under- 
stand, any non-resident in the |irovince 
may be required to do.

Ho may dismiss hi.s ministry, it i.s tnie, 
if ho have reason to believe timt their 
woHcy is not in nccord with public 
opinion; but (n.s the fate of Letellif.u 
DE St. Ji ht of Quebec has shown) that 
ia a prerogative which may not be ex-

stitution. Wo prefer, theivfon-, to 
treat a lieut.-governor as one nvIid Ikih 
parted with personal predelictioti.s and 
party ])rcjudicea and who allow.H him- 
self to be guided by the wishes of his 
ministry for tho time being. His name 
la'fequired to givo force and ellcct to 
.statutes and official proclamations; but 
it ia ti;o aunistry who guides tho hand j 
that holds the pen, as much, although j 
in ft widely different sense, as the !

governor's existence, as it i.s not politi- 
cal, must be »oci(d iu it character i lie 
is expected to bo .sociable. If this view 
be correct; if a lay figure, provided it 
could hold a pen between its fingers 
wliilst a minister guided it, would an- 
swer every ))Urposc under tiic constitu 
tion, it follows that the liuut. -governor's 
chief occupation is to be found in en- 
tertaining his fellow-citizens, over 
'''Whpie li^aris for tho nonce he has been 
elevated.' We did not favor cutting 
off the allowances which in former 
years were voted by the local parlia- 
ment for Government House. It was 
a false stei), for it defeated tho object 
^to aitain which the Dominion provides a 
generous salary for lieuU-governorsj. 

If, as wo have said, tiio duties of a 
lieut. -governor partake more of a social 
than of a political character it must bo 
clear that in tho .selectionof a gentleman 
to succeed tho present occupant of C'ary 
Castle tho Dominion Uovernment 
.-Bhould exercise the utmost dis- 
crimination. A politician who nmy 
have failed to make his nuirk at the 
east might not adorn (loverument 
House ai Victoria. Ho might be as 
incapable of dispensing the hospitali- 
ties of the gubernatorial mansion or of 
understanding and appreciating the peo- 
, pie of this i)rovinco as if ho were a 
Zulu and .T])pointcd to rule over C'ajje 
Colony. The present lieut.-goveriior 
has govei'iicd well, constitutionally 
speaking. He has kept himself strict- 
ly. within tho linats of the constitution, 
has lived at peace with two ministries, 
..and isrespcctcd as an amiable and bigh- 
nainded gentlem.in by the few Colum- 
bians who have come to Icnow liiin in- 
timately. Hut j)eople liuve always 
complained of a coldness and indiflor- 
ehco and a want of interest in their 
well-being on the part of the lieut. - 
governor. They say that he has shown 
no sympathy with the material ad- 
, yancement of tho country; that he has 
never beena.ssociatcd with any movement 
or acted in any way to prove that he 
takes the slightest interest in the coun- 
try beyond occupying Government 
House. Wb^aro inclined to think that 
there have been fiiults on both sides. 
Neither ilr, Riciiakds nor this people 
have ever understood ono another; nor 
do we believe that had any otiior Can- 
adian gentleman l)ecn apjiointed to the 
position and arrived here an almost en- 
. .tiro stranger tho appointee would 
have pleased the people any better than 
Mr. KiciiAitns has done. The mistake 
lay in appointing a gentleman from 
abroad as go s'ornor. What IBritish Col- 
umbians wanted four years ago and 
what they want now is a governor so 
lecteJ from amongst themselves; from 
timongflt men who know the ])ooplc and 
country thoroughly ; men with fam- 
llic'ii— not, iiprp.ssarily nion of family ; 
men upon whose pri\-ate and jiublic 
character there rests not ii stain; prac- 
tical, progressive men, who take a 
Uyely^ interBst in all things llnil may

of the way the government do tbin_ 
Tho Hill was introduced by tho attor- 
ney-general who, daily, as soon as it is 
called, leaves his place, and the finance 
minister proceeds to more a long string 
of amendments. This has been going 
on for some time anil how much longer 
it will go on it is diflieult for any one 
to say; but we have the curious spec- 
tacle of a government for no other j)ur- 
po.se than to kill time introducing a 
bill in such au iraperfoct condition that 
they must need.s occupy days, if not 
week.=i, in moving amendments to their 
own measures. The government may 
claim that thoy are waitinjr for more 
information before taking action on 
the railway question and we are not in- 
clined to urge any hasty action on so 
important a question: but there can be 
no legitimate reason for tho estimates 
being hold over; and the House ought 
to demand that they be brought down 
at once. Of course we are not ignor- 
ant of tho cause of the delay, which is 
simply that tho estimates being pas.sed 
the government would have nothing to 
frighten or bribe members with ami in 
the event of their railway policy not be- 
ing satisfactory to the country there 
would bo danger of some of their suj)- 
portoi'.s showing a little sjiirit of inde- 
pendence by which the seats of the 
ministry might bo put in jeopardy. The 
laggard, lazy manner in which busi- 
ness in tho House is being done is very 
freely commented on in the city, and 
I the ^'uverntnent may rest assured that 
I they uro not earning laurels in the e.sti- 
; iiiatiou of the public. 



THE RAILWAY MATTE Ji. 

We have no desire to annoy the 
government on the railway matter. It 
is a delicate aiid important subject 
which requires tho most careful hand- 
ling anil the government may well nsk 
a little breathing time Ijeforo ujaking 
ktm\Yn their policy, in the jjast we 
have had occasion to I'ofer to the im- 
policy of the government in refusing to 
I open negotiations with iNlr. Titt'Tcn on 
{ the .subject of tho lauds. Wo have 
alway.s thought that an opportunity 
was presented offsetting at rest all 
questions at issue between the Canadian 
and Provincial governments; and, by tho 
adoption of a policy of nnitual conces- 
sion, securing all the advantages to 
which tiie province under the C.\unau- 
voN terms is entitled. Whether nego- 
tiations on the basis of the transfer of 
tho public lands to the Dominion will 
be renewed it is diflieult to say at pre- 
sent. Mr. TuL'TCii is nt Ottawa — sum- 
moned there by telegraph — and the 
local premier has stated that tho laud 
question awaits tho issuo of Mr. 
Trutoh's visit. This may or may not 
be true. Drowning men are known to 
' catch at straws, and in the absence "of a 
more [dan.sible reason the presence of 
iMr. TiifTcn at Ottawa may have licou 
seized upon by this governuicnt as an 
excu.so for their delay in bringing the 
railway matter before the House until 
late in the session when members will 
bo anxious to hurry ofl home and time 
will not be alTordcd for the 
digestion of the policy. It is proba- 
ble that the nature of Mi'. TitiiTCii's 
mission to the capital is unknown to 
the governiuont hero. Indeed, tho 
J ames Bay gossips have been active in 
circulating a report that .Mr. 'ravrcii's 
functions aa Dominion Agent will 
shortly cease. ft is diflieult, therefoiv, 
to reconcile the public declaration of 
Mr. Wai,ke.u with his private e.s- 
prossions, and tho House is undoubted- 
ly entitled to have light shod on the 
mystery that at present envelops tho 
policy of tho government. As was 
stated at tho outset, however, tho gov- 
ernment should be afforded reasonaide 
time; and if Mr. TitUTcn is, after all, to 
bo their savior — if, as the premier lias 
openly stated, tho Dominion Confi- 
dential Agent is to settle the railway 
and land matter in 1881 — thi.s gov- 
ernment .should not object to partake 
of the dish of Humble Pie in the 
House, and should eat it while it is liot. 
Cold pio is indigestible.

That he had been informed shortly be- 
fore tho House met that the last section 
of tho bill was proposed by a party inter- 
ested in getting five per cent, out of nn 
estate as executor and that tho proposal 
therefore was an attempt by an executor 
to smuggle through, in a genopil clause, 
an authority, which he could not get 
otherwise, as neither tho law nor the liill 
n'jen'iiKj to the rfi.sr in jioi-.t alloti.'cd 
liim III );i(i/.i' sKi'/i a cliarije. From first 
to last he had been opposed to the clauses 
which the House had struck out, and he 
had so informod the person who handed 
him the draft of the bill at the time he 
did so. 

This last reputed statoinent of his is 
as reckless and falso ns the former and 
equally unjustifiable. 

The following is the .section which 
lie now say.'i was proposed hy a jmrty 
interested to enable him to get 5 per 
(;ont. out of nn estate of wliich lio was 
e.vecutor: 

"17- That in all cases in which no re- 
muneration or allowance is inado by will 
to any executor therein named, it ."ihall bo 
lawful for the Supreme Court, or any 
.Judge thereof, on application in a sum- 
mary W!iy by any executor, or cxocutDi's 
who shall have acted as such, to order 
that such executor or executors be at 
liberty to reltiin out of tlie estate of the 
testator a sum not exceeding five per 
cont. on tho gros.s value of the personal 
estate got in by lii 111 or them, such sum 
to be divided equally between the several 
executors who shall have acted in the 
trusts of tho said will." 

The Attorney General must know 
that such nn as.scition is untrue. He 
must know tlint no act need be retro- 
spective. 1 f he chooses to refrosh his 
raoinory he will doulitless recollect that 
in .■■aipport of the reasoiuibleness of 
such a clause I cited the California 
law, and I also pointed out that there 
was an act on our statute books whicii 
granted this [irivilege to ndniinislra- 
tors ; and Mr. Walkein so far from 
raising any objei'tion to the propcsed 
clausn told ino there was no need of it 
as it wu.s already on the statute 
hook. 

It is a position very dtn-ogntory for 
the Attorney Gcnertil and leader ot the 
government that he should make use 
of his position in the ITonse for the 
[uirpose of making charges against 
gentlemen who aro not in'otected by 
parliamentary privilege and . who if 
they retorted in kind (which there is 
but little doubt they could do) might 
have the law of libel thrust into their 
faces. 

Mr. Walkoni's whole action in this 
afl'air is discreditable to hina and jilain- 
ly shows lliat he deems any opposition 
to Ilia management of Eeed Brothers 
aflairs a matter of personal hostility, 
which, if his action had tlie justifica- 
tion of either law or equity, certainly 
could not be the case.

correspondence between the thistoins 
Department and Mr, .Simp.soii, C'ollect- 
or of C'ustoms at the ])nrt of Montreal, 
relating to his connection with the Ca- 
nada Co-oporntivo .Supply Association, 
shows that on January 17th last, after 
tho debate upon tho subject in Parlia- 
ment, he was informed by the Coin- 
mi.ssioner of Customs that it was not 
proper that any oHicer of that Depart- 
ment should be coiiiieetod with such 
a commercial enterprise in aiiv capac- 
ity, not even as n stockholdei-. Three 
days later jMr. Simpson replied, plead- 
ing that onicers of the Civil .Service in 
England were permitted to conrutct 
tlieinselves wiili similar .Associa- 
tions, and he eoidd not con- 
ceive that there would be any restric- 
tions placed upon the liberties of civil 
servants in Canada that were not, ap- 
parently, considered iiecessiiry in tho 
(.'ivil Sorvicc of the empire. In con- 
clusion he, however; intimated liis in- 
tention to withdraw from the .Vssoeia- 
tioii, as the Miui.ster thouglit it desir- 
able. On January 22d, Mr. Johnston, 
Commissioner of Customs, replied that 
tho circumstances of the Customs De- 
partment of (ircat Britain were not at 
all parallel with tho.se of Canatin, nor 
was the .-Viisociatioii in Montreal es- 
sentially .similar to tho Civil .Servieo 
.(\jssociation of England, because tho 
Canadian As.sociatioii jiroposed to sup- 
ply all consumers, outside or inside tho 
service. The IMiiiister was not prepar- 
ed to admit c\-en that a collector of cus- 
toms should cqnnccl liimsolf with a 
purely Civil .S'orvice A.ssociatiou like 
that in England. The letter then pro- 
ceetis to state: Very little reflection 
will, I am certaiti, bring you to tho con- 
clusion that the competition with regu- 
lar importers involved in tho operation of 
such a society must cnu.se an unpleasant 
feeling on their part towards its proprie-
